Charges of Corruption in 
Norfolk Unwarranted In- 


spector Believes

NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 14. — Import-

Lining up of the witnesses on-'the 


two sides of the investigation started 
.his morning with the arrival in 
town of the two men who are expect- 
ed to give the most valuable evidence 
.o the jury. Dr. David Hepburn. 
state leader of the Anti-Saloon league 
and R- A. Fulwiler, federal director 
of prohibition for Virginia, who are 
mown -to hold opposing views of the 
situation .here, were in court when 
the jury waa re-organized. 
Director Fulwoler was the first wit- 


ness to be- 'heard by the investigating 
jury after . its' re-organization. Mr- 
Pulwiler, through his direction of the 
spectacular 'liquor 'raids early this 
week out of which grew the charges 
of graft and corruption in the police 
force, which prompted the investiga- 
tion, is felt to h«» thoroughly familiar 
with the local situation. 
It is said that Director Fulwiler is 


not in sympathy with the sweeping 
graft charges made by his unofficial 
colleague in dry work in this state. 
He has condemned Dr. Hepburn for 
making his charges on- the ground 
that they are • probably unwarranted 
and that -they will undoubtedly work 
against enforcement of 
the 
liquor 
laws in Norfolk and throughout Vir- 
ginia- 


Director Fulwiler has stated flatly 
that he does not believe the charges 
of Dr. Hepburn can be sustained. He 
has said that he knows of only on^ 
instance 
in which corruption 
was 


shown on the part of a local police- 
man and that man was dismissed 
from the force and is now awaiting 
legal prosecution. There may he two 
more instances of alleged "irregulari- 
ties" on the part of local policemen 
submitted to the Brand jury by .Mr. 
Fulwiler. but these are minor infrac- 
tions and are believed to be instances 
in which the policemen took drinks 
of liquor in so-called booties joints.

Health of Doctors. 


This thing of havinR a physical ex- 


amination made every so often ap- 
pears to be catching. 
The members 


of the King's County Medical society 
caught the contagion and about 100 
of them tried it out on themselves. 
All In all. they came out pretty well. 
They averaged distinctly better than 
did-some 26.000 men and women re- 
ported in 
five jrroups—postal 
em- 


ployes, commercial insurance, sroup 
industrial 
insurance groups, 
and 


members of the I>ife Extension insti- 
tute. 


The first class compr'eed those with 


no physical defects. 
There wi -e no 


physicians in that sroup, but th •.: was 
also true of all the other groups. Class 
II. included those having minor de- 
fects requiring nothing more than a 
little observation or attention. These 
were the near perfects. 
Nearly 
2t> 


per cent, of the "docs" were in this 
class, wh'le no other group had more 
than 10 per cent, in the class. 
Class 


III. 
included those with 
moderate 


defects requiring hygienic correction1 
or minor, medical, surgical or dental 
work. 
In this class the medics had 


•A percentage which was 
8 poin'ts 


higher than their near'esj competitors 
Class V. and advanced physical im- 
pairment requiring systematic medi- 
cal, surgical or dental attention. 
In 


this group only 4 per-" cent, of the 
physicians found themselves. Of the 
insurance group. 
9 per 
cent, war 


founrt in this class. Postal employes- 
made a poor showing. More than half 
of one batch and about one-quarter 
of another were found in class V. 


Class VI. embraced those in,, need 


of immediate attention because of 
serious defects. In spite of the fact 
that the people employed were able 
to work and regarded themselves as 
fairly well, the percentages of the 
different groups found in this class- 
that is. needing immediate medical 
or surg'cal attention—ranged from -2 
of 1 per cent, in the healthiest g;oup 
through 5.8 and 12 to 14 per cent.—
